Mr. Ding- 
ley "slopped over" recently with a 
frank aamissicu that the pending tariff 
bill was framed with a view to collect- 
ing more revenue than was necessary, 
the surplus to be he aided in the treas- 
ury. This enforced retiring of the 
greenbacks would gratify the enemies 
of that kind of money, and at the same 
time create a demand for currency on 
some such plan as the wildcat-bank bill 
of Walker, of Massachusetts. 


Senator 
Stewart 
proposes 
an 


amendment to the tariff bill which 
would provide against hoarding green- 
backs in the treasury, would flupply 
any deficiency, and would provide for 
redemption in coin without any sale of 
bonds. 
His propositions aie simple. 


They are: 
* 


1. There shall be a treasury reserve 


at all times of §50,000,000. 


2. 
Whenever there is,a surplus over 


and above this sum it shall be used for 
the purohasa of outstanding bonds of 
the United States. 


3. 
Whenever there is a deficit in 


this reserve it shall be supplied by the 
issue of legal-tender treasury notes to 
tho necessary amount, which shall be 
redeemable out of the first surplus 
above the reserve. 


4. All redemption of bonds and 


treasury notes and all payments of in- 
terest on bonds shall be from whatever 
coin—'Whether of gold or of silver— 
may be in the treasury at the time, 
and the secretary is required to coin all 
silver bullion now in the treasury, and 
to use for redemption purposes silver 
dollars equal to the amount of silver 
certificates which he may have on hand 
belonging in the treasury. 


The amendment is a perfectly plain 


and sensible business proposition, It 
would suit the people, but not the syn- 
dicates. It would defeat the plan of 
maintaining a surplus and leave the 
greenbacks in circulation. It 
would 


provide for a loan without interest 
from the people to meet any deficiency 
instead of authorizing the issuance of 
interest-bearing bonds for that purpose. 
It would compel the use of silver as 
well as gold money for redemption pur- 
poses. It would also compel the coin- 
age of the silver buillion on hand into 
the dollars against a part of which 
Sherman notes are now outstanding1, 
and the remainder of which, being the 
seignorage, belongs to the funds of the 
government. 


We have no need of gold for any pur- 


pose whatever, but will cheerfully re- 
ceive it from importers and taxpayers 


who are too conscientious to pay their 
dues in "50-cent silver dollars." We 
can regard with composure a surplus 
revenue when we know that the surlus 
is to be at once restored to the circula- 
tion by the redemption of bonds and 
the redemption of our interest account. 
We fear no deficiency, for it can be met 
by the issue of new greenbacks, accord- 
ing to the decision of the United States 
supreme couit and they bear no interest. 
They are simply a loan from the peo- 
ple, who cheerfully accept them as 
legal tender money, as good as gold 'or 
silver. 


Under Senator Stewart's amendment 


no craft of lawyer nor insolence of 
official could devise any pretext for 
issuing a United States bond. We 
should borrow without interest for any 
temporary purposes, and increase the 
taxes to pay it off. We should miss the 
familiar faces of gold exporters at the 
New York subtreasury, for they would 
know that they would receive silver 
only in exchange for greenbacks when- 
ever the gold did no come in for duties 
and taxes. 


The first fruit of this admirable 


amendment would be the reduction of 
the present surplus in the treasury to 
150,000,000 and the purchase of bonds 
with the $178,000,000 more'now there 
in excess of that amount. To be exact, 
we give the figures in the daily treas- 
ury statement for May 18: Available 
cash balance, $228,653,217.55. Of this 
bonds could be purchased to the amount 
of $178,500,/)00. 
There would then 


remain in the treasury a balance of 
$50,153,217.55. The amount of inter- 
est saved for the year by the payment 
of the above amount of bonds would 
be $7,140,000. To keep money on hand 
this is not needed and pay interest on 
it ia the very eostaoy of folly, or it is 
downright dishonesty.
